CHICAGO, Feb. 27 (AP) — A 
political science professor, ar- 
rested for heckling Senator Joseph 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, dur- 
ing a televised campaign speech 
Oct. 27, was convicted yesterday 
of disorderly conduct. 

A Municipal Court jury levied 
a $1 fine against Dale Pontius, 47 
years old, of Roosevelt College. 
The jury, which could have fined 
Pontius up to $200, imposed the 
minimum sentence. 

Pontius testified he shouted 
questions at McCarthy because he 
believed the Senator was “imitat- 
ing Goebbels and Goering.” He 
said ne had heard speeches by 
the Nazi leaders while studying in 
Germany. 

“What I saw in Germany,” he 
told the court, “was exactly what 
I saw in the Palmer House that 
night.“. 

He said he believed freedom of 
speech permitted him to shout 
questions at MeCarthy when he 
disagreed with him. The prose- 
cution contended he should have 
purchased television time to an- 
swer McCarthy.

KEFAUVER CALLS 
TIDELANDS BILLS 
OPENING WEDGE 


Says They Point Way for 
States to Get All of 
Natural Resources ‘in 
Public Domain.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27—The 
American people did not elect 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
“to preside at the liquidation of 
our national wealth,” Senator 
Estes Kefauver (Dem.), of Tennes- 
see, told a Senate committee today 
in opposing bills to give the oil- 
rich coastal lands to the states. 

Kefauver, who ran an unsuc- 
cessful race for the Democratic 
nomination for President last 
| year, warned the Senate Interior 
Committee that quitclaim bills to 
cede the submerged offshore 
lands to the coastal states would 
open the way for state attempts 
to get all of the natural resources 
within the public domain. 

Freedom of Seas an Issue. 

He contended the pending bills 
would change the traditional 
United States policy’ on freedom 
of the high seas and lead to new 
problems before the United Na- 
tions. 

Kefauver asked his fellow Sena- 
tors to think hard before starting 
on a policy that would eventually 
threaten all of the nation’s natura! 
resources. 

He appeared as a witness in 
support of a resolution he is spon- 
soring with seven other Senators 
which calls for establishment of 
a commission to study all phases 
of the offshore lands dispute. As 
a result of efforts by coast 
states to extend their state juris- 
diction far beyond the traditional 
three-mile limit, he will amend 
his resolution, he said, so that 
such a commission could study 
the international complications in- 
volved in any such extension. 

Study Needed in Any Case. 

Kefauver, who has backed a 
bill that would carry out the rul- 
ing of the Supreme Court assert- 
ing federal ownership of the oil- 
rich continental shelf, said even

Diners Applaud Speech. 

Diners applauded the half-hour 
speech 10 times and laughed at 
quips like his reference to Wash- 
ington, D.C., “now known in the 
East as ‘Homburg heaven.“ Some 
other passages: 

“Upon the new President have 
been laid great burdens in a time 
of peril for us all. As he labors 
under their crushing weight, he 
will have our good will, our good 
wishes and our prayers... . 

“And in the resolution he has 
just proposed, the President has 
repudiated the Republican cam- 
paign mythology about dark and 
sinister agreements at Yalta, Teh- 
ran and Potsdam.” 

The proposed Eisenhower reso- 
lution would denounce Russia for 

violating World War II agree- 
ments with the United States by 
enslaving free peoples. 
resolution is a seeming change of 
position from that proclaimed by 
the President in his Feb, 22 State 
of the Union message, 

He said then he would ask Con- 
gress to make clear that the 
United States recognizes no com- 
mitment “contained in secret un- 
derstandings of the past with for- 
eign governments which permit” 
enslavement of foreign peoples. 
This was looked upon as criticism 
of the Yalta agreement in particu- 
lar. The resolution submitted by 
Eisenhower did not, however, dé- 
nounce any agreements but only 
Russian violation of them. 

Violations Denounced by All. 

Stevenson went on to say: 

“The proposed resolution re- 
lates to the breach of those agree- 
ments by the Soviet government, 
shameless violatiohs which have 
long been denounced by every- 
body, Democrats and Republicans 
alike. I say, no longer 
make cynical political capital by 
pretending that our country ever 
conspired in the tragedy that has 
befallen great nations. 

“Tempting as it is, I shall not 
dwell on the unworthy and mis- 
leading words that have been 
uttered of late about the Seventh 
Fleet, words implying that Presi- 
dent Truman’s purpose was to 
protect Red China and not For- 
mosa.”

No Evidence of Bad Mo- 
rale Because of Investi- 
gations, Asserts Secre- 
Take Remedial Action.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27--As- 
serting he had no evidence of 
bad morale in the State enact 
ment because of investigations 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, Secretary John Foster 
Dulles said today he would “re- 
spect” congressional powers of in- 
quiry and that “exposure through 
congressional action is to be en- 
pected.” . 

In a formal statement he said 
that exposure can be expected, 
because it will take the new Ad- 
ministration “considerable time” 
to “correct the accumulated er- 
rors of the last 20 years.” The 
Department, he added in response 
to questions, needs remedial ac- 
tion and is competent to take it, 
but would not rebuff investiga- 
tions aimed to assist the depart- 
ment. 


Responsibility is His. 


He noted, however, that the re- 
sponsibilities for the conduct of 
the State Department are his and 
that he expects to exercise them 
“in a just and fair manner.” 
Pointing out he has taken 22 
in the last few days directed to- 
ward a departmental house-clean- 
ing by his own staff, Dulles said 
it would be “a matter of months 
before the personnel situation is 
in satisfactory shape.” 

Whether Dulles's statement, in 
which he noted he anticipated 
questions reporters intended to 
put to him at his press coenfer- 
ence today, will alter the morale 
picture in the department remains 
to be seen. It would be undiplo- 
matic, of course, for Dulles to 
acknowledge a morale problem if 
he had one. 

A number of newspaper articles 
have appeared recently indicating 
department morale is at an ex- 
tremely low ebb 22 of the 
failure of top State Department 
executives to stand up to Me- 


Carthy. 

The Washington Star, for ex- 
ample, conducted a number of 
interviews in the department and 
yesterday quoted a “key official“ 
as saying his staff is now able to 
do only about half as much con- 
structive work a day as it was 
doing six weeks ago because 
“we're concentrating on keeping 
out of trouble.” 


Sign of Reaction Abroad. 
The New York Times printed a 


today stating “the State Depart-

the personnel of the Voice of 
America have caused a kind of 
nervous chill in some European 
circles not ordinarily much con- 
cerned about such matters.” 

The attitude of the Administra- 
tion, as expressed by President 
Eisenhower at his press confer- 
ence Wednesday, has been that 
Congress is one of the three co- 
ordinate branches of Government 
and the executive should not cn- 
croach on the functions of the 
legislative branch. 

With this in mind, the Post- 
Dispatch asked Dulles if Me- 
Carthy, as a member of the legis- 
lative branch, was not encroach- 
ing on the executive. Dulles 
replied hy quoting Eisenhower's 
view of what the attitude of the 
executive toward the legislative 
branch should be. 

“But what about Congress en- 
croaching on the executive?” the 
reporter continued. 

Dulles put his thumbs in the 
armholes of his vest, a character- 
istic gesture, and said he was 
not here to give lectures to Con- 
gress, that he was in Congress 
himself once. (He served briefly 
as a Senator from New York by 
appointment.)

TWO U.S. BOMBERS 
CRASH ONE CREW 
SAFE; 2 MEN KILLED 


TOKYO, Feb. 27 (UP)—Seven 
men parachuted to safety from a 
disabled American B-29 Super- 
fortress over Japan today, but in 
another airplane aceident in Ko- 
rea, two men were killed and a 
third was injured. 

The Superfortress developed 
engine trouble at an altitude of 
9000 feet after taking off from 
Yokota air base, about 40 miles 
northwest of Tokyo, on a training 
mission. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the crew set the automatic pilot 
of the B-29 on a course heading 
the disabled craft out to sea. The 
seven men parachuted while the 
plane was still over land. Pre- 
sumably, it crashed in the Pa- 
cific. 

In Seoul, the Air Force an- 
nounced a B-26 _ twin-engined 
bomber crashed while taking off 
from an advance air base today 
on a test flight. Two, crewmen 
were killed and the pilot was in- 
jured. The names of the dead 
and injured were withheld.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (APP 
-The Government reported to- 
day that living costs dropped two- 
tenths of one per cent between 
mid-December and mid-January, 

The decline, mainly due to 
lower retail prices for food and 
clothing, was reflected in a new 
consumer price index put out for 
the first time today by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. 


The new index is designed to 
reflect consumer price changes 
more accurately than did the one 
used previously. It prices more 
items, covers more cities and 
| brings calculations up to date. 
on new @onsumer buying habits, 

The new index is 113.9. — 
figure means that in mid-Jan 
Uving costs were 13.9 per 
above the average for the 1947. 
49 period, which is used as the. 
index base. It is 0.7 per cent 
above a year ago.

Because parity prices are 
slightly lower than they were a 
year ago. The support prices in 
terms of dollars and cents will be 
slightly lower than at present, 

In the case of butter, the cur- 
rent support rate is 67.75 cents a 
pound. In the new marketing 
year beginning April 1, the but- 
ter support price is expected to 
be about two cents lower. 

Benson said this decrease 
should be reflected in consumer 
prices, 

The department has bought 88,- 
000,000 pounds of butter and 27,- 
000,000 pounds of. cheese under 
price support guarantees since 
late November. 

Benson said the dairy industry 
had asked that the 90 per cent 
level be continued another year, 
He said he had accepted its rec- 
ommendation after taking the 
matter up with members of Con- 
gress, President Eisenhower And 
the cabinet. 

*Unsound, Benson Says. 

But Benson said he regards the 
present program as unsound be- 
cause it tends to price dairy 
products out of the market and to 
cause them to pile up in Govern- 
ment hands. 

Yet, the fact that the Govern- 
ment supports prices of grain 
used in dairy feed at 90 per cent 
of parity makes it ativisable, he 
said, to keep dairy supports at 
the same level until a better pro- 
gram can be developed. 

Benson outlined his decision at 
a press conference. A newsman 
told the secretary that it was be- 
ing “rumored about” that he 
would make a “political decision” 
and continue the 90 per cent sup-

PARIS, Feb. | 27—The report 
that the British plan to seek sup- 
port from the United States for 
making sterling convertible is

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ibis POST-DISPATCH A Way to Save Our Oil 


Senator Anderson of New Mexico has made 
a brilliantly constructive suggestion about off- 
shore oil. He says there is a constitutional 
question whether Congress can legally divest 
itself of responsibility for the conduct of the 
nation's affairs within the marginal 
sea belt. He suggests that one of the 45 states 
that would be aggrieved if Congress attempted 
to vest title to offshore oil in Texas, California 
and Louisiana might be able to challenge the 
constitutionality of such an act before the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Up to now, there had been no disposition 
to question whether Congress péssessed authori- 
ty to vest title to offshore oil in the coastal 
states. Senator Anderson's proposal suggests 
a powerful new avenue of attack against this 
raid on the national oil resources. Why the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of a Congressional 
quitclaim has not been strongly raised before is 
something of a mystery, for the Supreme Court 
plainly suggested it in its decision in the Call- 
fornia case six years ago. Said the court: 


The crucial question on the merits is not 
merely who owns the bare legal title to the 
lands under the marginal sea. The United 
States asserts rights in capacities tran- 
scending those of a mere property owner. 

In one capacity it asserts the right and 
res bility to exercise whatever power 
dominion are necessary to protect this 
country against dangers to the security and 
tranquillity of its people... . The Govern- 
ment also appears in its capacity as a mem- 
ber of the family of nations. In that 
capacity it is responsible for conducting 
United States relations with other nations. 


It asserts that proper exercise of these con- 
stitutional responsibilities requires that it 
have power, unencumbered by state com- 
mitments, always to determine what agree- 
ments will be made concerning the control 
and use of the marginal sea and the land 
under it. 

In the California case the Supreme Court 
did more than assert that the constitutional re- 
sponsibilities of the Federal Government were 
inseparable from its dominion over the mar- 
ginal seas, It further declared that “the state 
is not equipped in our constitutional system 
with the powers or the facilities for exercising 
the responsibilities which would be concomi- 
tant with the dominion which it seeks.” 

Senator Anderson's thinking on the subject 
has opened the way to a promising and, it 
would appear, potent means of defending these 
crucial reserves of oil. A challenge on the 
issue of constitutionality should by all means 
be brought before the Supreme Court if Con- 
gress attempts to remove the oil from safe- 
keeping in the hands of the Navy—where Harry 
S. Truman wisely put it. 

Unless Senator Anderson’s state, New Mexico, 
or some other state, quickly takes the initiative 
in bringing any quitclaim act before the Su- 
preme Court, Missouri should do so, either in 
combination with other states that may wish to 
join it, or, if necessary, alone. 

J. E. Taylor as Attorney General of Missouri 
was one of the few state legal officers in the 
United States who refused to join the National 
Association of Attorneys General in the hue and 
cry for state ownership, and he stoutly opposed 
the grab. 

Mr. Taylor's successor, Attorney General John 
Dalton, now has an opportunity to extend this 
excellent record of Missouri's with respect to 
safeguarding offshore oil. 
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Big Day Coming Up 

More and bigger trout are promised Mis- 
souri anglers this year by Dr. G. B. Herndon, 
chief of the Conservation Commission's fisheries 
section.

Likely as not, there will be snow. .Ice 
certainly will form in the guides and rod-ends. 
And with that many people beating the water, 
the fishing may not be very good. 

Old Izaak Walton would not applaud this mass 
assault on trout, but there is a certain fascina- 
tion about flicking a Royal Coachman or a Mc- 
Ginty into a riffle at the very earliest moment 
the law allows. And there is no compulsion to 
spend the whole day in the nippy air. There 
will be roaring fires, open bottles, hot food and

Even so, we probably will pass up the day, 
and wait a week or two_longer before going 
after our first lunker.

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Learning With the Freeholders 


Quietly and without fanfare, the freeholders 
planning the metropolitan sewer district“ have 
buckled down to their complex task. Not only 
have they cleared the tricky hurdles of organiza- 
tion; they are at work on the outline of their’ 
plan and by early June may be ready to pre- 
sent a preliminary draft for public scrutiny, 

This would be a major accomplishment. The 
board has until next January to do its job, but 
the sooner the people have a chance to examine 
the plan, the better the chances for public en- 
lightenment.

Beef From Down Under 
What about that New Zealand beef that has 
been sold around the country at 29 to 39 cents 
a pound? The sales have brought the usual 
clamor from some livestock producers against 


beef imports, particularly at a time of falling . 
* prices for American livestock. 


For the full picture several facts are required: 

First, 59,000,000 pounds of this beef have been 
authorized to come in since last fall. This is less 
than 2 per cent of American beef production 
during the period of the imports. 


Next, the chief reason this beef has been al- 
lowed to come in is that the American-Canadian 
border is now closed to imports of Canadian cat- 
tle, as the result of an outbreak of hoof and 
mouth disease. 

Canada, faced with falling cattle prices, asked 
the, United States to take some of the New Zea- 
land beef that would ordinarily go to England, 
so that England could take some of the Cana- 
dian beef that would ordinarily go to the United 
States. 

The amount of New Zealand beef that has 
come to the United States under this arrange- 
ment is equal to about one fourth of the Cana- 
dian beef and cattle usually sold annually in 
this country. 

From which two lessons can be read: 

1. The welfare of the free world is pretty 
closely knit together. 

2. A little New Zealand beef won't hurt Amer- 
icans now and then, especially when it amounts 
to less than the Canadian beef they ordinarily 
consume, °

The treaty, under which the three govern- 
ments undertake common discussion of common 
problems as well as joint defense, also is a re- 
minder of the improved relations between 
Greece and Yugoslavia, nations which only a few 
years ago were at war. It is another demonstra- 
tion of the possibility of mutually advantageous 
relations with a Communist government inde- 
pendent of Russian overlordship.

There, are those who offer false hope of 
quick and easy solutiong—tinsel policies 
which glitter to the eye but crumple in the 
hand—when our need is for policies of 
iron: dull and unspectacular, perhaps, but 
strong and enduring. 


How true this is, Secretary of State Dulles, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson, Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey and other high officials in 
the Eisenhower Cabinet are now learning as 
they come up against the grim realities. 

In this same address, which came shortly 
before his scheduled departure on a trip around 
the world, the former Governor of [Illinois 
strongly upheld the position of President Eisen- 
hower on the balanced budget vs. tax cut issue. 
He commended the President for opposing the 
income tax reduction voted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee and said that the way of 
“responsible realism” was to find out where 
and how the budget could be reduced before 
advancing the tax cut date to July 1. 

The partisan columnists will probably send up 
another chorus of howls, as they did after Mr. 
Stevenson’s address in New York. The fact is 
that he is still talking sense to the American 

people and they know it, a 
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“ALLEZ OOP!”

The 
club president said a few words, then the 
evening's Toastmaster said a few more, 
then the Topicmaster called on the Two- 
Minute Speakers one by one to address 
the meeting on a topic of the Topicmas- 
ter's choosing. 

After this the Two-Minute Evaluators 
gave critiques of the performances of the 
Two-Minute Speakers. The guests were 
called on to say a few words, and were 
duly evaluated. 

This left the Five-Minute Speakers, who 
spoke and were evaluated by the Five- 
Minute Evaluators. Then finally there rose 
the Master Evaluator, who evaluated the 
President, the Toastmaster, the Topic- 
master, the speakers, the guests, the Two- 
Minute Evaluators, the Five-Minute Eval- 
uators, and the Chef. 


Evaluating the Evaluator 


Here is where the tables are turned. 
This guest now can evaluate even the 
Master Evaluator. 

Personally I thought: this must be an 
excellent, friendly way for anyone wishing 
to improve his speech, or his self-posses- 
sion, or his readiness of wit, to do just 
those things. 

There seemed to me to be perhaps a 
shade too much, critical evaluation Mil- 
ton Marshmallow, your ‘eye-contact’ is 
bad—you seemed to think the audience 
was looking through a hole in the ceiling 
—and -you said ‘I think’ too often, I think; 
also when there was that tremenddus 
crash in the kitchen, and Wong Foo ran 
through the room hollering, it seemed to 
distract your attention ? 
But the evening was a lot of fun and we 
all learned something. .

Leeds Reily, track secretary, 
said the thoroughbreds were sta- 
bled in the old “farm” barn be- 
cause of crowded conditions pre- 
paratory to tomorrow's opening 
of a 25-day spring meeting at this 
half-mile track. 

The fire, of unknown 


quickly spread through the barn, 
trapping the race horses, two 
work horses and a pony. 

Some 600 other thoroughbreds 
stabled in nearby barns were not 
threatened, Reily said, because 
two fire companies quickly con- 
trolled the blaze. 
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The thoroughbreds were trained 
by W. F. Parks of Baltimore, who 
also owned five of the animals de- 
stroyed. The other four also were 
owned by Marylanders.

TB in the Elderly 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HERE are people in America who are walking germ 

bombs, spreading disease to their neighbors, relatives and 

children—and to-your children, Innocent though they 
may seem, they must be found and their disease neutralized 
just as live bombs must be neutralized. They are infected 
with living tuberculosis. _ 

These walking disease-spreaders are often kindly, harmless- 
. appearing elderly folk. They may not seem ill or know of 
their danger to others. Or, as is true of some of them, they 


may have left a tuberculosis hospital before their disease was 
arrested.

‘DE. J. ARTHUR MYERS, professor of medicjrie at the 
University of Minnesota, past president of the American Tuber- 


1 * eulosis Association and of the American College of Chest 
, — Physicians, and honored several times for his work in tuber- 


culosis control, has recently revealéd astonishing information 
about tuberculosis in older people. It sharply contradicts 
former ideas that tuberculosis was a disease of young people 
and of no particular concern after the age of 30. 

According to Dr. Myers, three times many people 
aged 60 and over die from tubereulosis as do younger people. 
Old men are four times as likely to die with tuberculosis as 
are old women. 

In homes for elderly people, tubercle bacilli have been 
found in the sputum of five to 10 per cent of the inmates. 
Not a single one of these people had been previously suspected 
of having tuberculosis, 

Dr. Myers claims that the occurrence of contagious tuber- 
culosis is higher among persons beyond the age of 50 than 
in any other period of life. And yet, it rarely has been looked 
for ih these older people. Because they often do not have 
symptoms, they continue to spew forth tubercle germs 
every time they cough or sneeze or spit. In fact, tuberculosis 
in old age has been called the disregarded seed bed of the 
tubercle germ. 

x X * 

DR. MYERS BELIEVES that most of these older people 
have sheltered their tuberculosis infection since the 1830s, 
1890, and the first decade of this century. This was before 
modern public health measures had cut down the exposure of 
people to tuberculosis. : 

Those children and young adults of 40 to 60 years ago 
are the older people of today. Some of these who did not die 
of tuberculosis in early life still carry these germs around in 
them ready to infect today’s children. 

In several more decades this reservoir of tuberculosis 
will, of course, die out. Until then, everyone must be more 
vigilant in finding these infected older. people. 


Every elderly person, regardless of freedom from symp- 
toms, must be adequately examined for this disease. Those 
with chronic cough and expectoration must surely be ex- 
amined for tuberculosis even though, their cough has been 
attributed to bronchitis, asthma, or a variety of other condi- 
tions. But even these symptoms may not be present in older 
people sheltering tubercle bacilli.

FINDING THESE INFECTED people can be done most 
easily and economically by using the tuberculin test, according 
to Dr. Myers. This is a skin test, checking for allergy to 
tubercle bacilli protein. Everyone who shows a positive 
tuberculin skin test must have a chest X-ray and a search 
of the sputum for the germ. ft? 

When tuberculosis is found in older people, they must 
be treated in a suitable hospital as one having a contagious 
disease. They must be treated at least until they can no 
longer spread the disease to others.

Calling It an “Invoice.” 


NE of our readers who is en- 
gaged in the study of account- 
ing, or -bookkeeping, asks the 
origin of “invoice,” the common 
commercial term which is some-

This, 
then, is our “invoice,” from the 
French “envois,” literally things 
sent. The invoice is more than a 
bill, for while it is incidentally a 
statement of prices or charges, it 
is primarily a listing of what is 
being, or has been sent—repre- 
senting goods forwarded to a pur- 
chaser or consignee.
